In  attempting  to  write  the  history  of  James  White  and  his 
descendants  there  are  several  obstacles  which  we  are  unable 
to  overcome,  since  there  are  no  former  records  to  which  we 
may  refer.  The  early  parts  of  these  records  are  written 
from  memory  of  the  facts  handed  down  to  us  from  genera¬ 
tions  long  since  departed. 


Much  of  the  history  of  the  life  James  White  (as  will  be 
recorded  in  this  volume)  was  handed  down  by  my  grand¬ 
mother,  Eleanor  Farrell  White,  whose  husband,  William,  was 
a  son  of  the  original  James  White  who  came  to  America. 

We  shall  not  attempt  to  give  authentic  dates  of  early 
happenings,  nor  the  ages  of  all  whose  names  shall  appear  in 
in  this  history;  but  shall  give  facts  as  near  as  we  have  been 
able  to  obtain  them. 

By  much  inquiry,  correspondence  and  kind  co-operation  of 
others,  we  have  been  able  to  write  a  fairly  accurate  history 
of  James  White  and  his  descendants.

White  family.

His  service  commenced  Aug.  25,  1812;  was  attached  Sept. 
17,  1812,  to  Captain  Warren  Bissel’s  Comapny  of  Infantry, 
same  Regiment,  and  his  service  ended  Nov.  30,  1812. 

The  records  of  this  office  do  not  show  to  what  county 
he  belonged.

JAMES  WHITE 


In  the  northern  part  of  Ireland,  about  the  year  1760, 
James  White,  the  history  of  whose  family  is  here  recorded, 
first  saw  the  light  of  day.  He  was  born  of  Scotch-Irish 
parentage  of  Presbyterian  faith,  and  was  educated  for  the 
Presbyterian  ministry,  but  apparently  did  not  follow  his 
profession  to  any  considerable  extent. 

While  a  young  man,  eighteen  years  of  age,  he  left  his  home 
in  Ireland  to  sail  for  America  to  make  his  future  home. 

In  those  days  no  water  for  drinking  purposes  was  obtain¬ 
able  on  the  boats  on  Sunday.  Passengers  were  compelled  to 
purchase  wines  and  liquors  to  quench  their  thirst.  Among 
the  passengers  on  this  boat  was  the  father  of  two  little  girls 
whose  tearful  appeals  for  water  to  drink  caused  him  to  make 
repeated  attempts  to  obtain  water.  At  last,  in  desperation 
he  appealed  to  the  Captain  of  the  boat  who  staunchly  refused 
to  furnish  them  even  one  drink.  When  all  attempts  had  failed 
and  the  father  was  facing  the  Captain  at  the  door  leading 
to  the  water  supply,  he  told  the  captain  that  he  had  made 
his  last  appeal  and  now  he  would  have  either  water  or  blood. 
Even  this  threat  failed,  and  he  stabbed  the  captain  to  death. 

They  did  not  bury  the  captain  at  sea  at  once,  but  were 
compelled  to  soon  after,  because  sharks  were  following  the 
boat  and  endangering  the  lives  of  all  on  board. 

After  the  captain’s  death  the  first  mate  took  command  of 
the  boat,  and  they  became  lost  at  sea.  After  fourteen  weeks 
of  aimless  wandering  the  food  and  water  supply  was  nearly 
exhausted.  Those  on  board  were  preparing  to  draw  lots  to 
see  who  should  be  slaughtered  for  food  to  prolong  the  lives 
of  the  others,  when  the  lookout  sighted  another  vessel  where 
they  obtained  food  and  water.  The  boat  finally  landed  at 
Jamestown,  Va.  Later  James  White  met  and  married  Fannie 
Pittinger,  a  native  of  New  Jersey. 
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Later  they  moved  to  Trumbull  County,  Ohio  to  a  farm 
south-west  from  Niles  where  they  reared  a  family  of  three 
boys  and  a  girl,  viz;  John,  William,  James,  and  Jane. 

He  served  as  a  private  in  Lieutenant  Caleb  Baldwin’s 
Company  of  Infantry  under  the  command  of  Joseph  Porter, 
Ensign  in  Regiment  of  Ohio  Militia  commanded  by  William 
Ryen  in  the  War  of  1812.  His  services  beginning  August  25, 
1812;  was  attached  September  17,  1812  to  Captain  Warren 
Bissell’s  Company  of  Infantry,  same  regiment,  and  was  dis¬ 
charged  November  30,  1812. 

He  was  nearly  ninety  years  of  age  when  he  died.  When 
eighty-four  years  old  he  rode  horse-back  from  his  home  to 
the  home  of  his  son,  William,  near  Sheakleyville,  Pa.,  a 
distance  of  about  fifty-two  miles,  in  one  day.  He  could  mount 
a  horse  as  supple  as  a  much  younger  man.  From  this  we  infer 
that  he  was  a  well  preserved  man  for  his  age. 

NOTE — We  are  unable  to  learn  anything  regarding  the 
parentage,  or  of  the  brothers  or  sisters  of  our  fore¬ 
father,  other  than  what  has  been  stated.  It  has  been 
said  that  two  or  three  of  his  brothers  also  settled  in 
America,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  verify  these  re¬ 
ports. 

Throughout  these  records  of  the  White  family  we  have 
listed  families  as  nearly  as  possible  according  to  ages, 
but  cannot  get  all  of  them.  We  shall  tell  the  occupa¬ 
tions  as  far  as  we  have  been  able  to  procure  them,  also 
post  office  addresses,  or  at  least  the  section  of  the  states 
where  each  lives  or  has  lived.

John  White,  eldest  son  of  James  White  and  Fannie  Pittinger, 
was  born  March  26,  1785,  at  the  old  homestead  in  Niles,  O., 
and  died  October  12,  1859.

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ELEANOR  FARRELL  WHITE 


It  will  no  doubt  be  of  interest  to  her  descendants  to  know 
more  of  Grandmother  Eleanor  Farrell  White,  wife  of  William, 
and  daughter-in-law  of  the  original  James  White. 

She  was  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Farrell 
and  was  reared  near  Niles,  Ohio.  She  had  one  sister.  She 
was  a  full  cousin  of  those  famous  Indian  haters  and  killers, 
Samuel  Brady,  John  Wetzel,  and  Louis  Wetzel,  of  whom 
there  is  a  large  volume  written  describing  their  deeds  of 
bravery  and  cunning.  After  the  Indians  had  brutally  mur¬ 
dered  and  scalped  all  the  members  of  the  Brady  and  Wetzel 
families,  these  three  boys  made  a  vow  to  kill  Indians  the  rest 
of  their  lives,  a  vow  which  was  never  broken.  Although  each 
of  them  was  captured  many  times  by  Indians,  and  prepara¬ 
tions  were  made  for  their  torture  and  death,  each  escaped 
those  fates  and  died  natural  deaths.  The  famous  Brady’s 
Bend  in  Pennsylvania  was  named  for  the  mighty  leap  made 
by  Samuel  Brady  while  escaping  from  the  Indians.  Grand¬ 
mother  remembered  them  well.  When  she  was  a  girl  these 
famous  Indian  fighters  came  to  her  father’s  house  to  rest 
and  recuperate.  These  men  made  it  their  life’s  work  to  kill 
Indians  regardless  of  times  of  peace  or  of  war. 

She  also  remembered  when  her  people  lived  neighbors  to 
Indians  on  very  friendly  terms. 
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WILLIAM  WHITE 


William  White,  son  of  James  and  Fannie  Pittinger  White’ 
was  born  on  the  old  homestead  near  Niles,  Ohio,  in  1787, 
and  died  in  1858.  He  married  Eleanor  Farrell,  who  was  born 
in  1794  and  died  in  1881  at  the  age  of  87  years. 

They  continued  farming  near  Niles  until  1837,  when  they 
bought  and  moved  to  a  farm  two  miles  west  of  Sheakleyville, 

Mercer  County,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  Greenville-Sheakley- 
ville  road. 

After  they  had  settled,  he  and  his  son  James  walked  back 
to  Niles,  Ohio,  and  drew  $1000  in  silver  from  the  bank  and 
carried  it  on  foot  to  their  new  home  to  pay  Mr.  Simpson 
for  the  farm. 

At  that  time  Mr.  Green  lived  in  a  small  log  house  on  a 
farm  where  Greenville  now  stands.  Though  Sheakleyville 
was  a  thriving  village  midway  between  Pittsburgh  and 
Erie  on  the  stagecoach  line  between  these  two  towns,  or 
forts,  as  they  were  called  Fort  Pitt  and  Fort  Erie.  Sheakley¬ 
ville  was  then  Exchangeville,  as  it  was  there  that  the  stage 
coaches  exchanged  horses  and  drivers. 

All  their  children  were  born  before  moving  to  Pennsylvania 
except  the  youngest  girl,  Almyra. 

William  died  May  5,  1858,  and  his  wife,  Eleanor,  died 
January  29,  1881,  being  in  her  eighty-eighth  year.  They 
with  her  parents  are  buried  in  the  Sheakleyville  cemetery. 

William  and  Eleanor  Farrell  White  were  the  parents  of 
the  following  named  fourteen  children: — James,  Elizabeth, 
Thomas,  Jane,  John,  William  Pettinger,  Mary  Ann,  Fannie, 
Catherine,  Nancy,  Angeline,  Eleanore,  Alfred,  Almyra.

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JAMES  AND  ELIZABETH  IRWIN  WHITE 


James  White,  son  of  James  White  and  Fannie  Pittinger, 
was  born,  July  19,  1791. 

He  served  in  the  war  of  1812,  enlisting  in  Captain  Bissell’s 
company,  Sept.  17,  1812,  and  was  discharged  Nov.  31,  1812. 
He  married  Elizabeth  Irwin,  and  settled  on  the  old  home¬ 
stead  in  Ohltown,  Trumbull  County,  Ohio. 

He  died  March  25,  1862  at  the  age  of  seventy  years,  eight 
months  and  six  days.  Buried  in  Four  Mile  Run  Cemetery. 
He  was  the  father  of  fourteen  children : — Frances,  Mary, 
John,  William,  James,  Robert,  Andrew,  Margaret  J.,Eseneth, 
Elizabeth,  Joseph,  Thomas  A.,  Jacob,  Christopher. 

In  the  early  days,  wolves,  bears,  deer  and  other  game  were 
plentiful  in  those  regions.  James  White  would  leave  his 
family  and  take  maple  sugar,  salt  (which  had  been  exapor- 
ated  from  the  springs  near  by)  and  other  products  to  market 
at  Pittsburg.  This  was  a  journey  of  several  weeks.  While 
he  was  gone  his  wife  would  boil  the  sap  in  kettles  over  an 
open  fire  in  the  log  cabin.  She  would  fasten  the  baby  to 
her  back.  The  wolves,  attracted  by  the  fire  would  enter 
the  cabin,  and  when  she  thought,  by  the  baby’s  cry,  that 
they  were  getting  too  close  she  would  throw  a  gourd  of  boil¬ 
ing  sap  at  them  to  scare  them  away. 

When  James  White  reached  a  condition  of  sufficient  afflu¬ 
ence  he  built  a  brick  house,  burning  the  brick  himself.  The 
house  has  been  razed,  and  the  farm  has  been  inundated  to 
furnish  water  for  Youngstown. 

In  the  War  of  1812  the  Indians  chased  his  company  back  to 
their  boats  on  Lake  Erie.  As  they  were  running  to  safety  a 
wounded  man  begged  to  be  carried  on  and  not  have  to  en¬ 
dure  death  at  the  hands  of  the  savages.  James  White 
halted  while  the  rest  rushed  ahead.  It  was  hard  travelling 
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through  the  water  and  deep  grass  to  the  boats,  but  he 
picked  up  the  man  and  hastened  on.  The  load  was  too 
heavy  for  him  to  go  far  without  resting.  He  put  him  down 

and  called  to  some  of  his  companions  to  help  him,  but  they 
were  too  intent  on  reaching  safety  to  hear  him,  so  he  trudged 
on  and  finally  reached  the  boat.  His  health  was  never  good 
after  this  experience. 

In  after  years  he  was  in  Pittsburg  with  a  load  of  poultry, 
when  he  noticed  a  man  examining  his  load.  James  White 
recognized  him  as  the  man  whom  he  had  rescued.  He  asked 
him  how  he  lost  his  leg.  The  man  replied,  “By  an  Indian 
in  the  War  of  1812”.  Then  James  asked  him  if  he  remem¬ 
bered  being  carried  through  the  swamp  to  the  boat.  The 
man  remembered.  James  White  said,  “I  am  the  man  who 
carried  you  to  the  boat”.  The  man  walked  away  without 
considering  it  worth  his  while  to  say,  “I  thank  you”. 

In  1840  James  White  bought  49.94  acres  of  land  in  Middle- 
field  township,  near  where  the  Mormons  settled,  called 
Nauvoo,  and  he  sold  it  to  his  son  William  on  Sept.  5,  1840 
for  the  consideration  of  $100.  On  Feb.  5,  1841  he  bought 
54.28  acres  for  $163,  and  sold  it  to  his  son  William  for  $100 
in  November,  1843.  In  1846  C.  L.  Whitney  deeded  to 
James  White  of  Weathersfield,  Trumbull  County,  Ohio, 
57.38  acres  for  $242.25.  In  June,  1855  Jacob  Perkins  deeded 
to  James  White  165.54  acres  for  $827.70.  In  June,  1858  the 
heirs  of  Horace  Pomeroy  deeded  to  James  White  42.77  acres 
for  $546.  On  March  24,  1854  James  White  deeded  to  his 
son  Andrew  97.38  acres  for  $200.  James  White,  Sr.  deeded 
to  his  son  James  100  acres  for  $200  on  May  20,  1856.  John 
A.  Rockwell  and  Mary  W.  Rockwell  deeded  to  James 
White  168.44  acres  for  $200  in  Jan.,  1861.  The  records  of 
of  these  deeds  are  in  the  Chardon  Court  House,  Geauga  Co., 
Ohio. 

These  sons  were  true  pioneers  and  followed  in  their  father’s 
footsteps  in  clearing  the  land.  Their  cattle  wandered  far 
in  search  of  grass,  and  were  often  found  in  Windsor,  Ashta¬ 
bula  Co.,  and  Bloomfield,  Trumbull  Co.,  a  distance  of  ten 
and  twelve  miles.

James  White,  son  of  James  White  and  Elizabeth  Irwin,  was 
born  in  Weathersfield  township,  May  28,  1821.  He  came 
to  Nauvoo,  Middlefield  township,  about  1856,  and  settled 
on  an  hundred  acres  of  land  bought  from  his  father  for  $200. 
This  was  forest  land  and  had  to  be  cleared.  The  men  cut 
-  the  logs  during  the  day  piling  them  into  huge  piles  which 
the  women,  after  placing  their  children  at  a  safe  distance, 
fired  at  night. 

When  the  Civil  War  came  he  enlisted  in  Co.  B.,  41st  Regi¬ 
ment,  O.  V.  I.  Here  he  contracted  smallpox  and  died  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  Feb.  14,  1865.

Jacob  White,  son  of  James  White  and  Elizabeth  Irwin,  was 
born  May  4,  1835,  in  the  log  house  built  by  his  father,  which 
stood  for  many  years  on  Mineral  Ridge,  Weathersfield 
Township,  Trumbull  County,  Ohio. 

On  March  1,  1862,  he  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  Union 
Army,  becoming  a  member  of  Company  C,  19th  Ohio  Reg¬ 
iment,  with  which  he  served  two  years  and  nine  months, 
principally  under  the  command  of  Gen.  W.  T.  Sherman. 
He  was  in  the  Georgia  and  Tennessee  campaigns,  where 
for  four  months  the  regiment  was  in  almost  continuous 
battle,  but,  the  enemy  finally  retiring,  they  pressed  on  to 
Atlanta.  He  served  as  a  private,  never  being  wounded  dur¬ 
ing  his  entire  military  service.  He  was  captured  once  at 
Altoona  Mountains  by  bushwhackers,  but  made  his  escape 
in  the  night  and  returned  to  the  Union  camp.  He  was  a 
member  of  John  A.  Logan  Post,  G.  A.  R.,  of  Mineral  Ridge. 
He  was  a  farmer  and  spent  his  life  on  the  old  homestead. 

He  married  Sarah  Jane  Parker,  Aug.  15,  1866.  They  had 
no  clock  during  the  first  year  of  their  marriage.  One 
day  Jacob  walked  to  Warren  and  bought  a  clock  for  $9.00. 
This  clock  is  in  the  possession  of  the  son,  G.  H.  White  of 
Niles,  Ohio,  and  is  still  keeping  good  time.
